SAN FRANCISCO The 
US Ninth Circuit Court -of 
Appeals last week ruled that 
three Immigration and Naturali- 
Zation Service raids on garment 
factories in Los Angeles .were in 
Violation of Fourth Amendment 
Iights and therefore 记 egal，and 
that iD the future，ireasonable 
Suspicion-、 about a specific 
Worker，and not general 
Suspicion towards the entire Work- 
force，would be needed before 
a jobsite could be raided.

State Board of Ed Adopts 
Strict Textbook Guidelines 


SACRAMENTO - A strong 'set 
of standards to ensure legal com- 
pliance in school curriculum mater- 
lals for public school children was 
adopted by the California State 
board of Education recently. The 
regulations Imandate that all state 
public school textbooks and supple- 
mentary materials be free from al 
Tacist and Sexist content and poOT- 
trayals，and that the contributlons 
of minorities and Women be in- 
cluded. 


了 FFECTIVENESS 
The standards are more specific 
人 旬 han Previous guidelines estab- 
Jished by the Board in the 1975 
Legal Compliance Review Process. 
“The standards are clearer in as- 
.Sisting the review board in weeding 
out material in textbooks which are 
Iacist oOT SeXxist”expained Allan 工 , 
Seid, board president of the Asian 
Pacific American Advocates of 
California (APAAC). 
InNovember1980, APAAC and 
.33 other Asian groups were among 
the 87 who Protested the board pro- 
posal to reduce the review of sup- 
”plementary materials to 25% and 
Who questioned the effectiveness of 
the review Process，3S Well as the 
low Iepresentation of minorities in 
the review panels (天 / 信 12/3/80)， 
The board later changed their 
plans andinEFEebruary 1981 formed a 
Seven-membertask force, the Legal 
Compliance Review Committee 
 (LCRC)，which set out to analyze 
“minority Tepresentation in text- 
books and the effectiveness of the 
TeView piocess (下 /了 4/22/81). The 
task force presented their findings 
tothe board, which took action July 
8 to adopt standards on which to 
base their reVieWw. 
了 BALANCED 
“Up to now the evaluating tool 
has beenTather sketchy as to what is 
compliant” explained Amy OKka- 
nao，a member of the task force. 
“In the Past; the panel Tecognized 
one aspect in their Teview of text- 
books” 
Whereas before，a textook .that 
Pportrayed aminorityin astereotypi- 
calrole could bebalanced by setting 
the scene in the country,， or having 
anothercharacterinamore positive 
iole， the new standards would re- 
ire a balance within each of eight 
criteria，of which male/female and 
ethnic diversity portrayals are only

In this way，Ppublishers are told 
Specifically why a book is non-com- 
Pliant, rather than Teceiving a set of 
Vague explanations which the board 
may be unable to clarify，OKkanao 
noted. 

Without legal clearance from the 
board's review board，consisting of 
volunteers _ from throughout the 
state，a publisher cannot have his 
book submitted to the final stage of 
approval in the curriculum commis- 
Sion. Once a .year，panels review 
textbooks and related materials in 
one particular Subject over SIX-year 
cycle.， (Social Science books are 
being reviewed this year-.) 

DIVERSITY 

“The importance of this action is 
that there has been an absence of 
Chinese Americans and other mi- 
norities and women in School text- 
books”Seid pointed out.， 

“After 12 years of public school， 
many [minority] children have had 
an identity PrIoblem in terms of 
where they belonged>”he said. 


School children have had an in-- 


complete education in terms of 
learning about the diversity of 
ethnic cultures and the distinction 
betweem their family's country and 
their new country in America Seid 
maintained. ESspecially noteworthy 
is the contribution of minorities in 
America's history, which up to now 
consisted of mainly“one Sentence 
about the Chinese helping to build 
the railroads”Seid said. 
“Communities and Parents can 
help too by looking at the books 
their children are reading”Okanao 
suggested.

Cohn, an attorney for the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP)，

Oakland Vice Mayor Richard 


Spees also addressed the gathering， 
citing ways in which Oakland has 
dealt with often severe racial ten- 
sions. Of particular importance was 
the New Oakland Community 
Council, made up of business lead- 
ers,， labor, and miinority members， 
which discusses Tacial problems and 
Seeksto develop effective solutions. 


The influence of economics on 
racial relations was also noted by 
Spees.“Until we have a better em- 
ployment Picture，we are going to 
have problems with racial tenslon. 
One way to reduce racial conflict is 
by helping people become employ- 
able>”Speessaid, calling on the bus- 
iness community to speak out on ls- 
Sues and to support affirmative ac- 
tion goals.“We have to have equity 
participation for -ethnic commu- 
nities.”

Sium Were provided by Alice A.

force，who summed up the senti- 
ments of the Symposium:“There 
should be no attempt to place 
blame; that's counterproductive.

The treasury, constructed in 18735 
to 1877 and opened in October 
1877,，and which lost its top three 
foors during the 1906 earthquake 
and fre, would have less than 10?96 
of'its rear exterior wall demolished 
to accommodate the new building. 
It would, in turn，be made into a 
“Pacific Heritage Museum ”which 
would display historic exhibits 
documenting the migration and 
contributions of Asian/Pacific 
Americans, as well as Some art dis- 
Plays. 

The tower straddling the old 
treasury would be set'back 15 feet 
from the outer Commercial Street 
wall of the treasury, and would start 
approximately 35 feet from the 
ground. A roof garden，with some 
Space for display of public art， 
would be located below the strad- 
dling tower. 

The Proposed Project and the 
agreed Upon settlement which 
Would provide substitute housing 
appeared to satisfy the community 
as well as the commission. While no 
opposition to the settlement or the

and have a greater tendency to ex- 
plore more” 

LABELING 

The center tries to tailor its child 
safety programs to the newcomeT's 
view, focusing on child safety ProOb- 
lems that may develop as a result of 
less strict safety standards in 1 
homeland. 

A major problem_ among new- 
comers is bottle labeling，particu- 
larly for poisons and toxic chemi- 
cals，wWhich they may never have 
seen before，according to Suzanne 
Gilbert, another health educator at 
Health Center 4..The center Pio- 
vides color-coded “Officer Ugg” 
stickers for labeling poisons and 
harmful llquids in the home. 

One of the first things the centerT 
teaches newWwcomers is to learn how 
to distinguish food from poisons， 
Since most can read and speak only 
very limited English, Ritchie said. 

All medicines，especially those 
.that look like candy， or those that 
have candy favoring，should be 
keptin safe storage areas away from 
children' reach, Gilbert stressed. 

“Often times kids are poisoned 
because parents Will use Tegular 
kitchen utensils for measuring their 
Poison and toxic detergents oOT 
chemicals”she noted“Use poison 


utensils with polson Only.… 
BURNS 

Another problem area is kitchen 
fires and burns. Many Asian immi- 
grant families cook their food with 
the traditional wok and high tem- 
perature oil, which can easily catch 
fire if used improperly. With mod- 
ern appliances， it is Very easy for 
newcomers to overlook safety Pre- 
cautions out of neglect, like leaving 
the fire on after cooking，Woo 
noted.， She ITecommended never 
leaving small children alone in the 
kitchen when cooking，where they 
may getburned by hot appliances OFT 


.| oil. 


In the event of a grease fire, im- 
mediately turn'oftf the burner, and 
cover it with a metal ljd, Woo said， 
warning never to Use water to put 
out a grease fire as it will only fuel 
the fire even more. 

The most common cause of burns 
among children is scalding ffrom hot 
water, Gilbert said. Scald burns kill 
more children under age two than 
any other accident.， Home water 
heaters can heat water hot enough 


Bay Area; almost 75 People a year， 
most of them young children，are 
seriously burned by water from a 
bathroom faucet，according to Te- 
cent Studies. 

The center suggests that-parents 
always test bath water with their 
hand before putting a child into it.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Mayor 
Feinstein's historic signing of the 
gun ban law has stirred many 
emotions among the citys hand 
gun Owners, estimated around 
150,000.， At the same time，a 
number of Asian civic and com- 
munity members have openly 
Supported the new gun law，ex- 
pressing fear of the growing 
domestic violence among Asian 

families, particularly youth 
Opponents of the law， in- 
cluding Supervisor Quentin KopP 
and one of the strongest gun advo- 
cate lobbies，the National Rifle 
Association，have vowed to file 


suits challenging the consti- 
tutionality of the ban， 
“SYMBOLIC 


In addition, the White Panther 
Party, a radical citizens group that 
advocates gun ownership， has 
filed petition notices with the 
Registrar of Voters calling for the 
recall of the Mayor and those 
Supervisors who voted for the 
ban. Just under 20,000 valid 
Signatures are needed for each 
Ppetition to qualify on the Novem- 
ber ballot， 

Ben Tom，a member of the 
Mayors Handgun Task Force and 
a candidate for the -Board of 
Supervisors, described the law as a 
“symbolic gesture.” 

“Its the first step locally 
towards limiting the circulation of 
handguns in the City，For the 
average citizen， Owning a 
handgun does more harm than 
good,” Tom saidq. He advocates a 
statewide ban on handguns，and 
expressed hope for a future 
nationwide handgun ban. 

“Tm not against People having 
guns，LTm just against the easy 
access Practically everyone has to 
obtain and own one,” he said, 

Alan Wong，executive director 
of the Chinatown YMCA feels the 
gun ban law's intent is good.“By 
and large，Chinese are peaceful 

、 people and are non-violent， 工 
agree there should be a ban on 
handguns，but 让 will be hard to 
enforce，The question to ask is

“Hopefully，the gun law will 
reduce “crimes of passion,， that 
occur when handguns are laying 
around and easily accessible 
during a domestic dispute,” he 
added. 

“Domestic violence among 
Asian families is on the rise， 
especially for the male newcomer 
who may find it hard to adjust to 
the pressures of being in a white- 
dominated society,， noted Col- 
leen Wong, a commissioner on the 
Citys Commission on the Status 
of Women， 

“Often when a younger Asian 
gets jinto an argument he doesnt 
think twice of using a gun to settle 
让 ,”she explained, 

Reverend David Nakagawa，of 
the Christ United Presbyterian 
Church，who is active in cir- 
culating the handgun registration 
initiative，said that the public at 
large and the Asian community in 
particular feel strongly for the 
new handgun law， 

OPPOSITION 

“The law's main opposition， 
who are mostly gun owners，feel 
they have a right to Protect 
themselves. But owning  a 
handgun is not the best way to 
protect yourself and only invites 
trouble,” he maintained. 

“Ironically，mace is harder to 
legally use 也 an obtaining a hand- 
gun. You must attend special 
mace classes and be fully certified 
beofre you may use the chemical 
spTay for protection. By contrast， 
almost anyone can purchase a 
handgun and use iti as his 
discretion,”he noted. 

Besides the threat of litigation 
and the recall petition drive，the 
gun law has spurred the San Eran- 
cisco Police Officer's Association to

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The citys 
new handgun ban， which 
becomes official July 30，wil be 
carefully scrutinized for efftective- 
ness by both supporters and critics 
alike. 

Other major US _ cities have 
enacted strict gun control laws in 
an attempt to keep guns out of the 
wrIrong hands,. But San Francisco is 
thie first major city to actually pass 
a handgun ban law. (Rifles and 
shotguns are exempt under the 
new law.) 

了 EXCEPTIONS 

Only one other city，Morton 
Grive，JIl.，population 23,474， 
passed a similar gun ban law 
earlier，this year. It was after this 
law that SF took its lead. So far， 
Morton Grove's law has survived 
several legal battles, but it remains 
to be seen whether the two cities 
can be compared given their large 
differences in populations， 

After the end of this month，any 
handgun owner (not covered by 
exemptions) will have 90 days to 
either sell their handgun，check 让 
with a shooting range or turn it in 
to police. As of November 1, it will 
beillegal to own ahandgun in SF 

There are exceptions，however， 
such as police， the“military， 
licensed ! target shooters and gun 
collectors， private investigators， 
armed guards and other security 
personnel，Owners of businesses 
and their agents would also be 
excused, upon the approval by the 
chief of police, 

Violation of the ordinance is a 
misdemeanor punishable by 30 
days in jail and/or a $500 fine， 

RULINC 

However，district attorney Arlo 
Smith has publicly stated that 
he willnot prosectte violators until 
there is a definite court ruling on 
the law's constitutionality， Smith 
expects the imeasure ”will be 
declared unconstitutional by the 
courts based on the fact that state 
laws pre-empt SFE's right to enact 
laws about handguns. 

But the mayors office contends 
that state law preemption does not 
mention or include an outright 
ban on the possession of hand- 
guns， 

Just a week after SE passed its 
ordinance, Berkeley also enacted a 
similar gun-ban law， Other Bay 
Area cities eyeing the possibility of 
gun-ban lawsinclude Oaklandand 
Sunnyvale. In the last election, the

Almost anyone 18 years and 
older may buy a handgun: in 
California now，The only stipu- 
lations are that you have no record 
of instability，and that you dont 
have a criminal record， 

To obtain a handgun, the buyer 
pays the seller and waits 15 days 
for the necessary record checks at

Last year， there were 126 
homicides committed in SFE，half- 
carried out with firearms and 3a 
third with handguns，according to 
the mayors office.
